During his court 
appearance, Musgrove received a revocation of probation and according to authorities was looking at 
serving 12 years in a state prison. At approximately 10:15 a.m., after exiting the courthouse, Musgrove 
escaped custody of the corrections. officer as he suddenly threw down his crutches, kicked off his flip- 
flop shoes and fled. Coffee County Jail Administrator Richard Moss said Musgrove eluded officers for 
approximately 22 minutes as he was recaptured at 10:37 a.m. following a tip from a local citizen. 
Musgrove was found hiding under a vacant house on Simmons Street in Elba. Prior to Thursday's 
escape, Musgrove was being held at the Coffee County Jail awaiting ‘trial on a charge of robbery first 
degree and resisting arrest. Moss said Musgrove now will also will be charged with escape -first degree. 
The escape charge could result in an additional 15-99 years or life in prison and a fine up to $30,000.

FEMA encourages building stronger, safer homes 


Winds of destruction will 
inevitably blow, but ‘structures 
can be built, rebuilt or even 
retrofitted to withstand more of 
these dangerous ‘winds, accord- 
ing tO mitigation experts from 
the _U.S. Department, of 
Homeland Security's Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA). 

“The task of rebuilding or 
repairing your disaster damaged 
home can’ be daunting, but it 
also presents an opportunity to 
reconstruct safer, stronger and 
smarter,” said. H, _ Britt 
Bochiardy, FEMA Hazard 
Mitigation CEO Group 
Supervisor. 

Property owners and con- 
struction professionals can 
improve their knowledge of 
stronger building practices at 
several temporary “self-serv- 
ice” home repair information 
centers FEMA has established. 
Agency mitigation advisors will 
-be on hand to explain and dis- 
cuss safe building techniques at 
both Lowe’s locations listed 
below, seven days a week from 
8 am. - 6 p.m. Publications 
about reducing damage and loss 
from high winds will be avail- 
able at all locations.

“FEMA really began studying 
how to make buildings more 
wind-resistant after Hurricane 
Andrew in 1992,” said Bailey 
Williams of FEMA's Mitigation 
Hazard Prevention Analysis 
section. Many homes had foun- 
dations, wall systems and roof 
systems that were barely con- 
nected to each other. “The wind 
pulled the nails right out,” he 
said. “The roofs just lifted off 
— and then the house 1s 
ruined,” 
The roof is the part of the 
house that is most vulnerable to 
damage from high winds. 
“Make the right decision about 
the roof,” Williams said. “It 
should be a hip roof as opposed 
to a gable roof.” With a gable 
roof, the wind hits harder on the 
corners. “The wind slides over 
a hip roof,” Williams said. “It's 
like a dome. There is nothing 
for wind to get its teeth into.” 
“Also, the less overhang for 
the roof, the better,” he said. 
Whether with new consiruc- 


tion or retrofitting an existing 
roof, build to’ be sure the con- 
nections between the roof and 
walls are strong enough to resist 
the*uphift" effect of high winds. 

lif Suclt' Winds; ‘the windows 
and doors often blow out first. 
“Once the windows and doors 
are gone, the wind puts pressure 
on the roof from below and the 
wind also pulls on the top, so 
there is double pressure on the 
roof,” Williams said. “When the 
roof lifts off it may collapse 
back down on the house.” 

What about the advice to 
“equalize the pressure” by 
opening: windows and doors 
when there is a tornado? “That's 
wrong,” Williams said. “Don't 
open the doors and windows. It 
only gives the wind additional 
entry into the house.” 

Shutters or plywood ‘covers 
can protect windows from 
breaking. “There are ,electric 
shutters that Operate by just 
pushing a button, without a 
huge amount’ of expense,” 
Williams said. 

Wooden doors are simply not 
designed to withstand much of a 
wind load. Heavier metal doors 
with several bolts are much 
more wind resistant. 

Garage doors are another yul- 


nerable area. With a weak 
garage door, a severe wind 
blows in the door, Wind pres- 


sure then lifts the garage roof 
which is hinged to the house. 
The garage roof pulls off part of 
the house, which lets the wind 
into the attic, Which puts pres- 
sure on the house roof, which 
may then lift off. 

Therefore, retrofitting older 
garage doors helps increase a 
home's storm resistance. “New 
garage doors are stronger and 
reinforced,” Williams said, 

Building with 2-by-6 wall 
studs ralher than the more com- 
mon 2-by-4 timber is another 
way to make a structure more 
wind resistant, 


Getting down to the founda- 
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concrete, foundations and 
topped with a washer and nut 
should be used’ to screw the 
structure to the foundation. 

For personal safety, a safe- 
room provides protection. “You 
can build it as a separate build- 
ing or strengthen another room, 
such as a garage or bathroom,” 
Williams’ said. “It’s very eco- 
nomical to do a safe room while 
you are building or rebuilding.” 
Information on building safe- 
rooms will be available at the 
locations listed above. 

“Always contact a_ local 
building official before under- 
taking rebuilding, renovating or 
retrofitting to be sure your plans 
meet local and state government 
requirements,” Williams said. 

“Building codes typically do 
not require construction prac- 
tices suchas those described 
here, but a ‘code plus’ approach 
is well worth the effort.”

Unemployed workers 
may be eligible for 
DUA program benefits 


Unemployed workers in

“Claims for state unemploy- 
ment compensation benefits 
may be filed by calling 1-866- 
234-5382, or through the 
Industrial Relations Web site at 
www.dir.alabama.gov.” 

Generally, persons who are 
eligible for state unemploy- 
ment benefits are not eligible 
for DUA: However, a claimant 
may qualify for DUA if state 
unemployment compensation 
benefits are exhausted.

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City of Elba receives award from Workman's Comp. insurance carrier

The Elba City Council meet- 
ing of Monday evening was 
brief and uneventful. 

The only action taken was 
approving an Alabama 
Department Environmental 
Management (ADEM) required 
resolution relating to the sewer 
lagoon, 

The recently completed 
review of the ADEM Annual 
Report indicates Elba received a 
score of 72, which is 72 demer- 
its. The 37-year-old Elba facility 
automatically drew 37 points, 
one for each year of age on the 
facility. Thirty-five of the addi- 
tional points were due to one 
negative sample of influx into 
the lagoon, according to a letter 
from the city’s engineers. 

The engineer explained this 
could have been due to untimely 
testing or a one time individual 
incident. They added that there 

e, “No deficiencies or devia- 
tions from permit requirements 
were noted during this reporting 
period”, 

The effluent discharge was 
well below permit limits, 
according to the report. 

The engineers recommended 
close monitoring as the only res- 
olution necessary,

The ADEM report noted that 
ad 


in the 2006 reporting period, the 
sewer lagoon was operating at 
an average of 62.5% of capacity. 
This is a slight decrease from 
the previous year and can be 
explained by weather fluctua- 
tions. 

Mayor James Grimes reported 
on the recent ISO (fire fighting 
ability) inspection and told 
council members it could be as 
long as six months before Elba 
knows if this will lead to a lower 
fire rating. Such a lower rating 
could lead to lower fire insur- 
ance rates to home owners, 
“Grimes also commended 
employees and department 


heads over the latest award from 
the Workman’s Comp. insur- 
ance carrier. Elba was awarded a 
“Gold Award” for having a lost 
time rate below 5%, 

City Clerk Wayne Grantham 
reported work has stalled on dis- 
mantling the Clements Furniture

Grantham also noted pothole
